Supreme Court Shalters Union- 
Southern Pacific Merger 


MERGER KILLS COMPETITION 


Immediate Dissolution Ordered Even 
if It Should Involve Receiver- 
ship for Properties.

Washington, December 2.—(Special.) 
Edward H. Harriman’s. great 
combination, effected after his titanic 
struggle with James J. Hill, by which 
he acquired control of the Southern 
Pacific railroad, was today declared Il- 
legal by the supreme court. 

In a notable decision the court held 
that the crowning event of Mr. Har- 
riman’s life was an act which the 
Sherman anti-trust law declares an il- 
legal restraint of trade. 

It is almost impossible to realize 
what the dissolution of the Harriman 
merger means. Since the circuit court 
decided in favor .of the combination 
the feeling has become firmly estab- 
lished in railroad and financial circles 
that the supreme court would sustain 
that decision, but the supreme court's 
“economic mind” has been swinging 
toward the anti-monopoly side of these 
question ever since Mr. Chief Justice 
White ascended to the primacy of the 
bench. 

When Harriman Seized Union Pacific. 

The Union Pacific was a broken down 
railroad, running from Omaha to no- 
where, when the genius of Harriman 
seized it, rehabilitated it, captured the 
Oregon Short Line, Oregon Railway and 
Navigation, and finally the Southern 
Pacific. Collis P. Huntington had kept 
the Union Pacific in a position of sub- 
jugation. It was the sorrow and the 
despair of the house of Gould for 
many years. 

Harriman turned matters up side 
down. He, bought control of the South- 
ern Pacific, In, thern&me of Union 


‘Pacific, and then seized big. interests 


in the only competing road left in the 


southern belt, the Atchison. He wrested 


control of the Los Angeles, San Pedro 
and Salt Lake from Senator Clark, and 
seemed well started in the way of 
dominating the entire trans- Mississippi 
hen he came into conflict with 
They were after the 
Northern Pacific, and Harriman de- 
clared that he must have it. The 
two great interests fought to a draw: 

The Hill-Morgan crowd got the 
Northern Pacific as a result of the su- 
preme court's decision in the Northern 
Securities case, but Harriman made a 
vast volume of profits out of the rise 
in Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
stocks after the dissolution. 

What “Harriman System” Includes. 

Today the “Harriman system” is re- 
garded as including the roads that 
have been named and the Illinois Cen- 
tral. The dissolution of Union Pacific 
eontrol of Southern Pacific will doubt- 
less force a general readjustment. 

3ut the very thing that is happening 
today to Union Pacific happened a 
decade ago to Northern Securities. The 
Hill-Morgan interests nominally lost, 
but actually retained their hold on 
Northern Pacific. Without much doubt, 
judging by experience in Northern Se- 
curities, Standard Oil and other anti- 
trust cases, the dissolution of the 
Union Pacific combination will be ef- 
fected without seriously interfering 
with the common control and opera- 
tion of all the properties. 

Senator Hoke Smith expressed great 
gratification today at the decision in 
the Unioh Pacific case. He said it was 
a distinct victory for the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

“I think the decision a good one and 
a proper interpretation of the statute,’ 
Senator Smith said. “The election of 
Mr. Wilson by the people of the United 
States without regard to section made 
it plain that trusts and monopolies 
must go; efforts to frame contracts to 
get around the statute will cease, and 
the gradual dissolution of these illegal 
combines will take place so that nor- 
mal and legitimate competition will 
again be brought about. We do not 
want to tear these big corporations to 
pieces, but we want them to obey the 
laws.” 

Senator Cummins, of Iowa, expressed 
regret that the supreme court. will 
pass upon the plan of dissolution to be 
adopted. He feared that a distribution 
of the stock now illegally held would 
be made in a way Which would not 
effect any substantial change. 

Portentous Declaration by Court. 

The great Harriman merger was 
created when the Unton Pacific Rail- 
road company bought 46 per cent of 
the stock of the Southern Pacific rail- 
way system, and this was split asun- 
der today by the supreme court of the 
United States as a Violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. Then with 
the end .of the merget before it, the 
court sent forth its portentous decla- 
ration that “while the law may not 
be able to enforce competition, it can 
reach combinations wnich render com- 
petition impracticable.” 

Justice Day announced that unani- 
mous opinion of the court. Judge 
Vandeventer took no part in the con- 
sideration of the case today, but his 
personal finding when he was a judge 
of the Utah circult court, to the effect 
that the two roads were not competi- 
tors and therefore no vidlation:of the 
law had resulted from the purchase, 
was reversed and annulled. Instead 
of following the reasoning of Justice 
Vandeventer and Judges Sanborn and 
Adams, the court in subdstance ap- 
proved the minority nomMing of Judge 
Hook that the roads were competitors 
and that it was just as much a viola- 
tion of the law for one road to buy 
the controlling stock of a competitor 
as it was for a holding company, as in

Henry f Vandiver Returns to 
Montgomery for Trial, 


Henry F. Vandiver, a wealthy 
Montgomery man, charged with the 
murder of Sloan Rowan, of Benton, 
Ala., last June, was arrested on a 
warrant from Montgomery, last night 
as he sat down to dinner in the cafe 
of the Piedmont hotel. 

He was formerly head of the Van- 
diver Grocery company and the Dea- 
con-brown Manufacturing company, 
both cf Montgomery, and his arrest 
followed an indictment by the grand 
jury several ago. C. Walter 
Jones, a former friend and business 
associate, whom, it is rumored, made 
implicating Vandiver, 
last September of the

murder of. Rowan, 
sentence of death. 

For the past two months Mr. Van- 
diver has been in Atlanta, where he 
says that he intends to go into busi- 
ness on January 1. He has been 
at the Piedmont hotel during part.of 
that time, registered under his own 
name, and now has sumptuously fitted 
up rooms in the Pickwick apartments. 


“Glad I’m Arrested.” 


“Tl am glad that I have been ar- 
rested,” he said. “At the time of the 
killing I was in Jacksonville, Fla., and 
this charge is one that is being pushed 
against me for spite by my enemies. 
I will go back to Montgomery without 
requisition and will clear myself.” 

When the advice from Montgomery 
first came Vandiver could not be lo- 
cated. He had been at the Piedmont, 
but had left there and Deputy Sheriff 
J. W. Chambers spent nearly a week 
before he located his man. As the 
man ealled occasionally at the Pied- 
mont for mail 3ent there to him, he 
was easily recognized by hotel clerks, 
who pointed him out to the deputy 
trast night as he sat in the vwafe. 

Mr. Vandiver, who looks to be a 
man of about 35 years, is from one of 
the most prominent and widely-kKnown 
families in Alabama. He is a Thirty- 
second degree Macon, an EIK, member 
of the Knights of Pythias, and other 
orders and has numbers 2f friends 
here. He and Oscar W. Underwood 
took the Thirty-second degree togeth- 
er, accordimg to his statement to a 
brother Mason. 

Makes Statement About Arrest. 


After being arrested and carried to 
the Tower he made the following 
statement: 

During last June, Sloan Rowan was 
killed on the train, near Montgomery. 
by Walter Jones. J. Sidney Jones, 
father of the man who did the kill- 
ing, and J. H. Felder were arrested as 
accomplices. I was in Jacksonville, 
Fla.. at the time, and in the Semi- 
21.ole club at the hour of the killing. 

‘“T have never evaded the law, nor 
do I intend to do se now. I have been 
ready to stand trial at any time, and 
am now in Atlanta bdecause I expected, 
and still expect, to go into business 
here on January il. | 

“While in Atlanta I have always 
registered under my cwn hame ani 
have never tried to conceal my identi- 
ty from. any one, and during the 
time I have been here I have made 
numbers of friends and have been en- 
tertained by them and by many oth- 
ers whom I knew pteviovs to my com- 
ing here. 

“Tt have committed no crime and my 
only regret is that those who are near 
and dear to me shouid have the an- 
noyance that is caused by my ar- 
rest.”

Ninety-four 
counties will be represented with a 
total of more than 2,500 single exhibits.

kZirls from practically every community 


and district in the state will be in at- 
tendance and will make their exhibits 
doubly interesting by their presence. 
The Georgia Corn Show will show what 
the soil of Georgia can do, but it will 
do more; it will show what the boys 
and girls of Georgia can accomplish. 

The show is being held under the 
auspices of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce, and the installation of ex- 
hibits, with other details of arrange- 
ment, has been in charge of H. G, 
Hastings, chairman of the corn show 
committee. The exhibits are already 
in place, and the whole regiment of 
Georgia youngsters, totaling 719 boys 
and over fifty girls, will be here soon. 
Some of the boys will arrive tomor- 
row, but the large majority of them 
will reach Atlanta Thursday morning. 
They will be here two days, remaining 
through Friday night. The girls will 
@pend only one day, arriving Friday 
morning. 

Girls Make Fine Exhibits. 

The exhibits of the Girls’ Canning 
clubs, which represent nineteen 
counties, include thousands of cans of 
fruit, vegetables, pickles and other 
preserved products, in endless variety 
and profusion. 

The arrangement of these and of 
all the other exhibits is done S8yste- 
matically so that in looking over the 
result one obtains a definite idea, not 
only of what the state-at-large can 
produce, but of what each individual] 
and each community has contributed 
to the whole. 

The corn club boys will find on ar- 
riving in Atlanta, that full prepara- 
tions have been made for their com- 
fort and entertainment. -An infor- 
mation bureau has been established at 
the capitol in charge of experienced 
men, and there the boys will bg in- 
formed just where and how they are 
to be taken care of. Cards have been 
made out for every home where the 
boys will be entertained, and these 
cards will be distributed among the 
boys as the delegations come in, 
county by county. The cards are 
succession, by 
street and street numbr, so that the 
boys of each delegation will find them- 
selves neighbors during their stay in 
the capitalcity. Each county delegation 
will be headed by a school superin- 
tendent or by some relative of one of 
the boys, who will act as their guide. 
When the head of the delegation ar- 
rives at the capital he will be given 
ecards of distribution among -his dele- 
gation, arranged so that he and all of 
the boys who have come with him will 
be assigned close together.

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SCHOOLS ARE BAD 
MOTHERS AGREE

Prominent Women ir Parents 
Views of System, = | 


Public-spirited women of Atlanta 
have become interested in the city 
school agitation which was precipi- 
tated by the statements made at the 
meeting of the Fulton County Medical 
association last Friday evening. They 
believe that no one is more ypitally 
concerned in the schools than the 
mothers. So strongly has this idea 
prevailed that for some time past the 
City Federation has undertaken the 
work of bringing into closer touch the 
mothers and teachers and has accom- 
plighed much good in that direction. 

What the good women of Atlanta, 
therefore, have to say about the pub- 
lic school system is of importance as 
well as interesting. 

Taking the views which were se- 
cured from nine of Atlamta’s leading 
women, as a fair estimate of what e 
general verdict .may be, it.seems Very 
certain that the majority of the moth- 
ers in the city do not approve of ths 
present school system, but deplore the 
iong hours, the overcrowded rooms, 
the discipline and the low salaries 
paid. the teachers. 

While some regret that the agita-, 
tion has caused a clash between citi- 
zens and officials, they all hope that 
the discussion may lead to what they 
believe to be needed improvements. 

None eof those from whom inter- 
views were obtained were inclined to 
“rush into print” with their impres- 
sions of the school system, but they 
all thought that since the matter was 
before ‘the public some good might 
be accomplished, if it was known that 
the system did not meet with general 
approval. 3 
“Many Things Might Be Improved.” 

Mrs. J..K.’° Ottley said: “There are, 
opinion, many: things which 
might be improved in our present pub- 
lic school system, and some of them 
I have no doubt the board of educa- 
tion is ready to make if the neces- 
sary funds were on hand. It will not 
be possible to make a change. here 
and there. but. the whole curriculum 
must be taken up and changed. The 
school hours. are too long, and I be- 
lieve the teachers could do better 
work if the hours,were shorter, espe- 
cially for the younger children. A 
teacher, to be successful, must. give 
personal attention to each child, and 
she can not do so if the rooms are 
crowded. To get good, well-trained 
teachers the salaries @must be larger. 
With better wages the city could de- 
mand better’ service. The wholeggys- 
tem is wrong, and this can be said 
without any reflection on any official 
or member of the board.” 

“School Hours Teo Léng.” 

Mrs. Robert L. For@fnan said that 
the school hours Were too. .iong and 
that this was especially true of the 
high school. 

“For a pupil to eat breakfast at 7:30 
o'clock in the morning, so as to get to 
school at 8:30 o'clock, 6tudy for five 
hours, come home at 3 o'clock, eat a 
cold dinner and then study for another 
three hours is too trying on the 
nerves of any young girl or boy. It is 
wearing and must necessarily result 
in poor work. Such... heurs are not 
only too wearing oi: tne children, but 
are unjust to the teachers, who are 
underpaid and have not only to teach 
five hours every day, but must go to 
drawing classes in the afternoon and

to normal on Saturday. If we expect 
good work from teachers under such 
conditions we are certatnly expecting 
too much from human nature. I be- 
lieve that direct taxation for the 
schools will bring apout better re- 
sults, Private schools have hours 
only from 9 to 1 o'clock and the same 
ean be applied to public schools un- 
der the right curriculum.” 

Mrs. John D. Pickett, who is chair- 
man of the ladies’ visiting board of 
the public schools, said: . 

“It may be best for all matters of 
public interest concerning the schools 
‘to come through the proper channels, 
which is the board of education. I 
know that the board ts as anxious as 
any.one else to make all such changes 
as will be beneficial. In regard to di- 
rect taxation you can say that our 
board has recently adopted a resolu- 
tion asking that such taxation be 
made to support the schools of Atlan- 
ta.” 

Mrs, V. H. Kriegshaber,. who has al- 
ways taken much interest in school 
matters, said that there was no dowbt 
about the teachers being underpaid. 

“IT believe that some improvement 
might be made in the present system,” 
she said, “and will doubtless be made 
a8 800n as the board can do so. The 
hours are too long. I have always fa- 
vored a morning and an evening ses- 
slon—say, from 9 to 12 and from 1:30 
to 3:30. We have inaugyvrated hot 
lunches at the Inman Park*’school, and 
served on yesterday 28 pounds of hot 
pork and beans. I am told by the 
teachers that the hot lunches have 
made a wonderful improvement in both 
the scholarship and deportment of. the 
pupils. I think that direct taxation 
would do much good.” ‘ 

“Too Trying on the Nerves.” 

The opinion of Mrs. Hugh Willet 
was: 

“The hours are undoubtedly too long 
and too trying on the nerves of the 
children. Just think of sitting tn a 
crowded schoolroom from 8:30 until 2 
o'clock in the afternoon! No ordinary 
child can stand it. The discipline is 
too rigid, for I am told that a child is 
given a demerit if it drops a pencil or 
turns its head to look behind. The 
child would learn much faster if the 
schoolroom was made more pleasant. 
There must be order, and there is too 
much of it when ome teacher has to 
look after sixty or seventy children. 
Atlanta does not rank the highest of 
cities in her schools, and poorly paid 
teachers is one reason of it. I believe 
in direct tamation.” . 

“The hours are too trying,” said Mrs. 
Linton C. Hopkins. “The schools should 
turn out about 1:30 o’clock. Many of 
the grades are overcrowded. Some of 
the teachers are entirely too young, 
and I do not believe that a young girl 
only 20 years old can properly look 
after children in a schoolroom. Better 
pay would give*better service, and di- 
rect taxation.may bring about that 
result.” 


Mrs. Jerome Jones said: 


“There is no doubt that some 
changes for the better could be made 
in our public school system. I am glad 
the matter has been agitated, and I 
hope for good to come out of the move- 
ment,” 

“Sixty children in one room are very 
difficult for a teacher to control,” stat- 
ed Mrs. A. P. Coles. “To control so 
many, there must be absolute silence, 
and that brings on a discipline which 
is entirely too rigid. The school hours 
are too long, especially for the young- 
er children. The teachers are not paid 
enough, and, in fact, good women are 
never paid what they are worth in the

Donalson, in behalf of the organization 
and the small growers generally, repu- 
diate the barn-burning unqualifiedly, 
declaring that they were perpetrated 
by @ small band of irresponsible out- 
laws, and that if justice can be had 
in Decatur county the association will 
see that they are brought to a proper 
accountability. 

From President Hines. 
President Hines’ letter follows: 
Editor Constitution: On the front 

page of your paper of November 29, 
appears a news item from Bainbridge 
purporting to give facts about a recent 
fire on a tobacco plantation in this 
community. It is true that two barns 
on a Georgia farm and three on a 
Florida farm were burned, but this 
is all there is to the published reports. 
These barns were owned by inde- 
pendent packers, men who pack their 
own crops and do not buy tobacco 
from the farmers. Your correspondent 
stated that these barns were full of 
tobacco. There was no tobacco in any 
ne them, nor had been since Septem- 

er. . 

There is absolutely no friction be- 
tween the large packing companies 
and the small growers, nor is there 
any between the small grower and the 
independent packer. ' 

The. small growers are organized 
into what is known as the Farmers’ 
Tobacco Protective association. The 
semtence in the report, “the watchmen 
Were away from their places and have 
not been seen since” may have caused 
the inference that the tobacco belt 
is in a state of anarchy. Such is not 
the case. There is not a farm in the 
whole belt, so far as I have been able 
to learn, that employs a watchman. 
The association stands for law and or- 
der. Its membership is composed af 
the most representative men in the 
section, all lww-abiding, upright citi- 
zens, nearly five hundred in number. 
There has been absolutely no lawless- 
ness in the section. Even if these 
fires were of incendiary origin the 
owners of the property have no right 
to censure the small growers or the 
association, nor can they ascribe any 
motive to them. If these owners do, 
as intimated, censure the small grow- 
ers, they are alone. No one else in the 
county criticises them. 

All the stuff about sheriffs, detec- 
tives, arrests and sensational develop- 
ments have no foundation and are in- 
jected for effect. The statement that 
any amount of tobacco was’ burned in 
Bainbridge is absolutely false. 

In view of these grave charges and 
in justice te this section we ask you 
to give us space for this statement of 
the facts as they exist in the tobacco 
belt.

Mr. Denailson’s Letter. 


A copy of Mr. Donalson's letter to 
Editor McIntosh, virtually of the same 
tenor as that of President Hines, is 
as follows: 

“Mr. H. M. McIntosh, Editor The Al- 
bany Herald, Albany, Ga.—Dear Sir: 
I have just read your editorial in your 
issue of November 29, with reference 
to the burning of tobacco barng in 
Decatur county, Georgia, and Gadsden 
county, Florida. Your facts were, no 
doubt, gathered from the news arti- 
cles that appeared in The Atlanta Con- 
stitution of the 29th inst., or from 
some similar source equally ag in- 
correct. Your editérial would make 
it appear that the incendiary burnings 
were prompted by an organize com- 
munity. This is not true. A lawless 
element resides in the southern sec- 
tion of Decatur county that has for 
years alarmed and terrorized law- 
abiding residents anp@ ovoroperty own- 
ers of that section. The barns that 


were burned on the night of the 26th 
inst. were burned by irresponsible par- 
ties, outside of any organization, ex- 
cept their own little clique, consist- 
ing of probably three zen or, may- 
be, a dozen lawless characters. True, 
it has been claimed that the guilty 
Parties are members of an associa- 
tion known as ‘The Farmers’ Tobac- 
co Protective association. This may 
be true, but there are many law-abid- 
ing and prominent «citizens who are 
members of this association, and they 
State that at the next meeting of their 
association they propose to denounce 
these lawless acts in no uncertain 
terms, and, if necessary, appropriate 
money to detect and convict the guil- 
ty parties. The best members of the 
association realize that -it"is ‘up to 
them’ to prove the innocence of the 
association, as a ody. and they say 
they intend to do@t. The guilty par- 
ties had no grievance to right, and 
the people they hurt had. never 
wronged them in any way. The citi- 
zens who had their barns burned be- 
longed to no trust; had no connec- 
tion with any trust or any associa- 
tion of corporations or individuals 
whatever of any kind or character. 
They had their money invested in to- 
bacco lands, and were simply trying 
to carry on a business that had suf- 
fered for a number of reasons, none 
of which they had caused or helped 
to cause in &ny particular. The to- 
bacco barns burned were not the prop- 
erty of parties identified with ‘to- 
bacco combines of southwest Georgia 
and western Florida, in which about 
20 per cent of the most extensive 
srowers are interested,’ as stated py 
you. These barns belonged to south- 
west Georgia people who are small 
growers. They belonged to men who 
are trying to develop this section by 
making it productive. The lawlessness 
in the southern section of Decatur 
county has not only decreased the 
value of lands in that portion of the 
county, but with the country at large, 
has hurt the value of lands through- 
out the entire county. The writer 
» bene not believe this condition of af- 
airs will be tolerated. The scum of 
this section of the country that has 
infested the southern section of Deca- 
tur county and the northern portioa 
of Gadsden county, Florida. will even- 
tually be surely sent to the peniten- 
tiary, where they belong.

“A few years ago this lawless ele- 
ment issued an edict that no grower 
of tobacco could plant more than a 
certain percentage of his shaded to- 
bacco acreage, regardless of how 
small his holdings mignt be. There 
were a few small. individual growers 
who owned their own packing houses. 
and who had an acreage barely suf- 
ficient to furnish enough tobacco to 
pack. You possibly understand that 
tobacco cannot be packed successfully 
in quantities smaller than twenty- 
five or thirty thousana pounds. For 
these small growers to nave cut down 
their acreage would have meant 
ruination to them. They would have 
been compelled to go wut of business. 
for they would not have had suffici- 
ent tobacco to accommodate their 
packing houses. Relying on their 
constitutional rights, namely, that 
their property would be protected by 
the Jaw, they refused to be ‘bulldozed’ 
by the lawless element referred to 
and continued to operate their busi- 
ness in accordance with their ewn 
ideas of what they tnought proper. 
The result has been the incendiary 
burnings of the last few days. The 
parties who were responsible for this 
wrong Were unable to make a success 
of their own tobacco business,’ not 
through the fault of those ‘they 
wronged, but because of conditions 
brought about by large buy- 
ers who depressed the 
80 market, or bdecause 
lack of means with which to make a 
good quality of tobacco, or because of 
careless methods in planting and 
growing crops. All three causes con- 
tributed to some extent in hurting the 
market.. Throtgh viciousness and 
spite 2 few miscreants have retali- 
ated for thelr own failure by wronge- 
ing innocent property holders, law- 
abiding citizens who have. not 
wronred them or any one else. These 
miscreants have in effect said: ‘If 
we cannot make a success of the 
business, you shall not grow tobacco 
and succeed.’ 

Will Be Puntshed. 

‘If there is any taw in Decatur 
county and these people can possibly 
be detected they surely will be pun- 
ished as they deserve. I do not think 
that the outside world should be led 
to believe that these midnight ma- 
rauders 2nd would-be assassins have 
any grievance to rignt, and I write 
this statement of facrs so that you 
may correct the impression that your 
editorial gave if you see proper to 
do so. The condition of afiairs is 
deplorable. The kKnaves who are 
guilty of burning these barns are re- 
ceiving no sympathy from the best 
element in the soutnern portion of 
Decatur or from the dest element of 
any other portion of the county, and 
the pwhlic at large should Know it.

THREAT OF SWORD 
MADE BY GERMANY 


Berlin, December 2.—Imperial Chan- 
cellor Bethmann-Hollweg today ut- 
tered a plain warning to Russia that 
is case of hostilities arising from the 
Austria-Servian difficulty Germany 
would draw her sword to assist her 
allies. 

The imperial chancellor made this 
Ceclaration in the réichstag. It was a 
repetition of the statement made at 
the time of the controversy over 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. in. 1908. Al- 
though at that period it first threat- 
ened to sweep away the pacific Rus- 
sian cabinet the feeling aroused 
among the Slavs ultimately brought, 
peace, | 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg said: 


“When our-allies, Austro-Hungary 
and Italy,.in maintaining their in- 
terests are attacked—although this is 
not the present prospect—by a third 
party and thereby threatened in their 
existence, then we snall fight side 
by side with our allies for the main- 
tenance of our own position in Europe 
and in defense of the future of our 
fatherland. , 

“IT am convinced that we have the 
whole nation behind us in such a 
policy.” 
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No Territory Wanted. 


Germany, he said, like several other 
great powers, was interested in prov- 
ing Turkey as a powerful economic 
and pol-tical factor. He was able, he 
said, to deny reports wvhat the great 
powers, or several vf them, were 
planning the acquisition of Turkish 
territory as a war sequel. It was as- 
sumed he was referring to the report 
that England was about to proclaim 
a formal protectorate over Egypt. 

Her Von Kiderlon-Waechter, secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs also 
won aplause when ih replying to the 
references of the social democratic 
leader, Herr Ledobour, to alleged dis- 
cord with Great Britain, he said:

London, Dec. 2.—The imperial Ger- 
man chancellor’s statement on the 
European situation;*together with that 
of Herr Von Kiderlen-Waechter, the 
yerman foreign secretary, confirming 
that Great Britain and Germany = are 
co-operating amicably in favor of 
peace, is regarded in the European 
capitals as reassuring and as calculat- 


delegates come to discuss terms. 

Although there is no change in the 
actual situation tonight, some misgiv- 
ing is beginning to be expressed with 
regard to the attitude of Greece. Vari- 
ous reasons are assigned for Greek 
reluctance to sign the armistice. 

There is no doubt that jealousy ex- 
ists between Greece and Bulgaria. 
Greece asserts that the Greek fleet 
played an important role in the war, 
especially in preventing Turkey from 
moving her troops by sea and that 
without her naval assistance, the al- 
lies could not have achieved such a 
brilliant success. The race between 
the Greeks and the Bulgarians for the 
ocupation of Saloniki and the incidents 
which followed this, increased the ill- 
feeling and now the Greeks consider 
that their interests are being sacrificed 
in the peace negotiations.

Required to Keep Government 
Going. . 


Washington, Decembcr 2?.—It ‘will 
cost $823,415.14 to conduct the affairs 
of the government for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1914, according to the 
estimates of the various department 
heads, submitted today to the speaker 
of the house by the secretary of the 
treasury. Thig amount, which does not 
include any provision for the postal 


supporting, is an increase of $72,078,- 
248 over the appropriations made for 
the present year by the last session 
of cOngress. Of thig increase $28,312,220 
appears in estimates of the secretary 
of the navy and $20,597,297 represents 


the increase asked by the navy depart-} 


ment in the appropriations for build- 
ing ang equipping new vessels. The 
estimates woulg provide for three new 


year. This would make up for the 
lapse of one ship from the two-battle- 
ships-a-year program of the denart- 
ment, caused by the action of the 
democratic house in providing for but 
a single ship at the last session of con- 
gress.

Witness Tells How He Blocked Meas: 
ure in Legislature With 
New $20 Bills. 


St. Louis, December 2.—Michael H. 
Lamb, of Missour!, Texas, testified to- 
day that ag agent for the Interna- 
tional Harvester company, he spent 
$300 or $500 in 1903 to kill a bill 
pending in the South Dakota legisla- 
ture, which would have authorized the 
manufacture of binding twine in the 
state penitentiary.

“A few days later I received a pack- 
age of new $20 bills, with instructions 
to turn the money over to Bowler,” 
Lamb declared. He explained he 
thought the money was a contribu- 
tion, not a bribe. 

B. A. McAleer, of Oklahoma City, 
another witness, who said he had been 
jn the implement usiness sixteen 
years, testified that after 1902 the 
threat to deprive dealers who had 
been handling the International Har- 
vester machinery of their agency was 
used as a club to force them to accept 
the agency for tillage tools and other 
implements.

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Carolin Supreme Court Is Con- 
sidering Tillman Case 


Meanwhile Mother Keeps Little Ones. 
Mrs. Dugas Attacked by 
Brother-in-Law. 


Columbia, 8. C., December 2.—‘‘The 
Mother can retain the children sub- 
ject to tne order of the court. The de- 
cigion of the court will not now be an- 
nounced,” were the words of Chief 
Justice Gary, after the arguments in 
the now famous Tillman-Dugag case 
were concluded. 

The case of B. R. Tillman, Jr., who 
petitioned the supreme court for a 
writ of habeas corpus to regain his 
two young daughters, Douschka Pick- 
ens Tillman and Sarah Stark Tillman, 
from the custody of his former wife, 
Mrs. Lucy Dugas, was resumed in the 
Supreme court this morning. 

7 Courtroom Crowded. 

The courtroom was crowded with in- 
terested friends and spectators, and 
both the parents and the two small 
girls involved in the domestic tangle 
were present. 

The little children did not remain 
long, for the chieg justice announced 
that it was not necessary for them to 
Stay unless they preferred, and they 
went to the home of their cousin, Dr. 
Butler. 

Bitterly denying that he had been 
drunk, as alleged by his former wife, 
within the past month, and denownc- 
ing as false the affidavits introduced 
by his wife to this effect, B. R. Till- 
man, Jr., in his plea to the supreme 
court introduced affidavits from scores 
of people stating that they had seen 
B. R. Tillman, Jr., on the 9th and 10th 
of November during the trip to Au- 
gusta, and he was perfectly sober. 

Affidavits to this same effect were 
also offered from Senator and Mrs. 
Tillman, his father and mother, and 
from his sister, Mrs. Moore, who was 
@ visitor to her parents at the time. 

Alleges She Intends to Remarry. 

Young Tillman again affirmed jis 
belief that his wife intended to re- 
marry and leave the state, and cited 
the divorce as proof of this conten- 
tion. He says that she is a citizen 
of Ohio and denies that he owes her 
any money. He says that as a citizen 
of South Carolina he does not recog- 
nize the divorce obtained by his wife 
and has no desire to do so. 

He presented  effidavits 
pastor at Edgefield that he was a 
sober, upright, industrious citizen and 
that he had visited Mrs. Dugas in. an 
attempt to bring about a reconcilia- 
tion between her and young Tillman 
and that she had spurned his efforts. 

lkrom former Judge Holland, of 
Edgefield, he presented an affidavit 
to the effect that Mrs. Dugas had told 
him during a visit ye made as young 
Tillman’s representative to her, “I in- 
tend to leave the state and stay away 
until the name of Tillman has been 
wiped from the records of South Caro- 
lina and it has been forgotten. I do 
not intend to live in the state as long 
as a Tillman is alive there.” 

Henry C. Tillman, brother of B. R. 
Tillman, Jr., and his leading counsel, 
argued to the court why Tillman 
should be given the custody of the 
two little girls, reviewing the case 
and the records before the court as 
proof positive that Mrs. Dugas was 
not competent to have charge of the 
little girls.

Underwood a Dominant Figure. 

The dominant figure of congress is 
Oscar Underwood, the leader of the 
house. Of him The New York Herald 
today says:

“As democratic leader of the house 
and chairman of the ways and means 
committee the will shape the party's 
tariff policy, be one of the counsellors 
of the president-elect and help lay the 
foundations for a successful’ ad- 
ministration.

Clark Breaks Two Gavels. 

Speaker Champ Clark, wielding his 
emblem of order with ever-increasing 
force, succeeded in breaking two val- 
uable gavels today before he had 
brought the enthusiastic house 
through an hour and ten minutes of 
business. The sessions in both houses 
served to complete the preliminary 
work of organization and left con- 
gress ready for legislative business 
+tomorrow.

He 
opposed the ordinance because he did 
not believe there were more than six 
members of council who were famillar 
with the subject. He admitted that he 
was not. 

“I want to put this council on n notice 
that if this thing is jammed through 
you won't get another bond ‘issue in a 
rab 4 he declared. “This thing 
should be defeated until the people 
know more about it.” 

The third ward councilman declared 
that it was characteristic with Coun- 
cilman Chambers to rush things 
through. 

The plan which is provided for in the 
charter amendment and a resolution of 
council comprehends deeding the Lake- 
woeod property to a corporation to be 
organized by Atlantans. The company 
is to have not less than $250,000 capi-

issue not less than $500,000 in bonds 


against the property. This money, with | 
additional funds which is hoped to be 
raised through the city, county and 
federal government, will be used ° for 
developing the park. 

Councilman Chambérs says that it is 
the alm of the advocates of the ordi- 
nance to obtain $1,000,000 for addition- 
al roadways, buildings and other im- 
provements.

A reso- 
effect went through 
council. recently; but to make doubly 
certain that council had. the right. to 
submit it City Attorney Maysor. sug- 
gested the ordinance which was intro- 
duced. 

Woodward Oppesa to “Land Scheme.” 

James G. Woodward, Atlanta’s next 
mayor, has declared himself opposed to 
granting a deed to any corporation to 
improve the property for exposition 
purposes. He says that the city should 
retain the land and spend money on it 
to make it into a park in’ which an 
annual fair could be held. 

He thas openly declared that he will 
fight it when he goes fnto office in 
January. He says that he will do-his 
utmost to persuade his friends to vote 
against the proposed transfer and hold 
the property for the city. 

“Let the city have a fair 
means,” he said, “but let us get the 
money in some other way. -This way 
of doing a thing looks like a real es- 
tate scheme to me. I want that prop- 
erty developed, and I would like to 
have an annual fair, but it is more 
important that Atlanta hold on to that 
title.” 

Alderman John E. McClelland, who 
joined the opposition, declared that the 
proposition would be defeated at the 
polls on Wednesday.

Improved gas heating irons, that 
greatly interested the ladies, were 
shown by the Johnson Gas Appliance 
company, of Cedar Rapids, and by the 
William M. Crane company, of New York 
city. The latter firm had-a room all 
to itself just without the side entrance 
to the main hall, which was decorated 
beautifully and showed the Vulcan 
odorless heaters and many ranges.

Meter in Surgery. 


Probably the most interesting of re- 
cent invenuons, from the scientific 
standpoint at least, was the meter for 
the regulation of ether-giving, shown 
by the American Meter company, of 
New York. This meter, which was in- 
vented by Dr. Karl Connell and de- 
veloped by D. Lambert, who is now in 
charge of the exhibit, regulates exact- 
ly the amount of ether given to a pa- 
tient cn the operating table, and this 
prevents death from an overdose, 
which has resulted many times in the 
past history of ether-giving. 

Next to them, the Ruud Manufactur- 
ing company, of Pittsburg, showed an 
instantaneous -qyater heater that was 
20 years old, the first one ever made, 
and beside it exhibited one of ithe lat- 
est models, showing the development 
of the heater. This exhibit was in 
charge of A. P. Brill, general manager 
of the company. 

Radiators Using Gas. 

A very interesting invention, which 
has never before been exhibited at an 
exposition, is the Rector gas radiator, 
shown by the Rector Gas Lamp com- 
pany, of New York. To appearances, it 
resembles the ordinary hot-water ra- 
diator; but in the center it has a small 
gas burner which sends the gas fumes 
hot through the radiator. The exhibit 
is explained by Alcorn Rector, the in- 
ventor. 

In the northeastern . corner of the 
building, outside the main hall, is a 
mode] kitehen which has been installed 
by the Atlanta Gas Light company. 
Among other modern inventions, it 
contains the incinerator. Just outside 
the model kitchen is the exhibit of the 
National Incinerator company, in 
charge of F. D. Van Vechten, of New 
York, and R. Lockwood Morse, the At- 
lanta representative. Visitors are 
shown how every particle of refuse 
and garbage from the kitchen is con- 
sumed by the incinerator, even to the 
bones. 

There are dozens of other exhibits in 
the exposition, presenting many differ- 
ent inventions and developments of the 
scientific world. They will be explain- 
ed in detail in other issues of The Con- 
stitution this week.

Veto Ordinance taWithhold Sewer 
Assessment Collection, 


City Saved Big Sum at Time When: 


It Was Difficult to Meet 
Obligations. 


The veto of Judge John S. Candler, 
acting mayor, defeats the resolution of 
council to withhold sewer assessments 
from collection, and saves the city 
from a loss of between $5,000 and $19,- 
000. The resolution wag returned to 
Walter Taylor, city clerk, Monday 
morning along with the veto message, 
and wags transmitted to council at its 
meeting in the afternoon. 

Judge Candler conferreg with City 
Attorney James L. Mayson before he 
vetoeq the resolution. He says that 
the city will not only face a loss, but 
calls attention to the fact that it will 
he exceedingly difficult to meet the 
appropriations for the year. 

‘The city. attorney calls my atten- 
tion to the fact that to do this before 
the executions have been issued or 
placed on the records, will be to. get 
matters in great confusion,” says 
Judge Candler in his message. “In 
the event of the property located on 
the streets In question being sold, the 
city would have no len on such prop- 
erty and by reason of this fact, I have 
ascertaineq from the chairman of the 
committee that there would be a pos- 
sible loss to the city of anywhere 
from $5,000 to $10,000. 

Would Stop Collections. 


“Should this resolution in its pres- 
ent shape be approved, it would stop 
the collection on every street in the 
city where sewers have been laid this 
year, and where water pipe has not 
yet been laid. There are some streets 
of the city upon which sewers have 
been laid this year that have been laig 
under special contracts. Money has 


been paid to the city for laying of the. 


sewers with the express condition that 
the city should proceed to collect the 
assessments on same and repay the 
actual cost of the sewers to the par- 
ties putting up the money. The reso- 
lution in the shape in which it was 
passed would render compliance with 
these contracts impossible.” 

Another reason Judge Candler gives 
why the collections shoulq not be 
helq up is the setting aside, at the re- 
quest of the sewer committee, $172,000 
this year for laying lateral sewers. 
With few exceptions the sewers pro- 
vided for up to the amount of $172,000 
have been laid. The city has spent, 
or will have spent before the end of 
December, approximidately $172,000. It 
was expected that the city treasury 
would receive at least as much money 
from these assessments, but at this 
time there has been received of this 
$172,000 less than $115,000 on the work 
done by reason of failure to collect, a 
difference of approximately $56,000 in 
amount appropriated and amount col- 
lecteq in this particular branch of the 
city’s work. 


Difficult to Meet Obligations. 


The attention of council was called 
to the fact that it will be exceedingly 
difficult, too, for the city this year to 
meet its appropriations, even should 
every collectable asset be gathered in. 
There was appropriated taxes expect- 
ed to be received from, not only the 
full amount of the property on the 
assessors’ books last year, but taxes 
to be deriveg from sixteen million of 
dollars over and above the amount of 
that upon which taxes were collected 
last year, and while it is true that the 
igcrease in tax values of the entire 
city for this year amounted to approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 more than appropria- 
ed, it is also a fact that the collection 
of taxes this year has not been up to 
what it was last year af the same time, 
taking into consideration the increased 
amount of property upon which the 
city had to collect. 

There is uncollected at 
$324,47495. 

Becautse of the delays of the work 
of laying chert in Yhe city streets this 
year, the city is short more than 
$20,000. 

The apportionment sheet shows that 
from permanent street assessments 
for chert ang stone, it was expected 
that $36,000 would be collected. 

Up to this time the city has col- 
lected on the above account approxi- 
mately $13,000. 

The deficit is about $23,000. 

The resolution approved by council 
and vetoed by Acting Mayor Candler 
would have the effect of causing the 
city to fall short in meeting its obliga. 
tions for the year. As it is, the city 
will be forced to exercise the strictest 
care in the collection of every dollar 
to make it possible to meet all de- 
mands.

R. C. Tugner, city electrician, has 
given .the~ American and Superba 
theaters, on Whitehall, near Mitchell 
street, ten days to gyard against fire. 
If they fail, he says he will “close 
them -up.” ' 

The probe has been started by the 
board of electrical control, as the re- 
sult of the killing of fifty children in 
a. stampede which followed cries. of 
“Fire!” in a picture show in Bilboa, 
Spain, on November 24. The city elec- 
tricilan says he will carry his investi- 
gation to every. picture show and 
/theater in Atlanta; and will close up 
every house where he finds that the 
building laws are not complied with. 

“Horrible? Why, that wouldn't start 
to describe what would happen if fire 
broke out in one of Atlanta’s theaters,” 
Electrician Turner declared Monday. 
“The people wouldn't Hsten to excuses 
in a case like that. I don't propose to 
be harsh on any house in the city. I'm 
going to.give notice first to comply 
with the Iaw, and if nothing is done in 
ten days I’ll have the police to close 
them up.” 

Two theaters already under the ban 
are said by the city electrician to need 
overhauling. The law requires that the 
rooms in which the machines are Op- 
erated shall be lined with sheet iron, 
and that the wiring shall not be placed 
in contact with combustible material. 

“I know of .one theater in Atlanta 
where three films were burned in one 
day,” said Electrician Turner. “For- 
tunately, the fires occurred in modern 
and well-equipped houses, at a time 
when the films were being tried out; 
otherwise there is no telling of the 
devilment that would have resulted.” 

Closely following the probe charges 
against City Electrician Turner were 
filed with council by moving picture 
operators in Atlanta. J. R. Rucker, 
B. H. Haleson, J. E. Lowry, G. T. Bal- 
ley, R. T. Sanders, D. P. Ridley, C. W.

Liquidation and Bear Pressure 
Responsible for the | 
Decline. 


New York, December 2.—The cotton 
market was nervous and unsettled to- 
day, with prices selling off sharply, 
under more or less general liquidation 
and bear pressure, which appeared to 
be encouraged by continued talk of 
full ginning returns and report of 
freer southern spot offerings. 
close wag weak and from 17 to 36 
points net lower. 

The market opened at a decline of 
12 to 15 points and quickly svld off 
to a net loss of from 16 to 21 points, 
in response to disapointing Liverpool 
cables and reports of an ecasier spot 
basis in Texas. The decline was 
checked by trade and buying and the 
market rallied several points from 
the lowest during the middle of the 
morning on a report from a local 
firm making the amount ginned to 
December 11,549,000 bales. The mar- 
ket met a great deal of cotton on the 
bulge, however, and toward midday 
weakened again on rumors that Ue 
final figures of the National Ginners 
assocciation showed 11,850,000 bales to 
December 1. 

Another bulge of 8 or 9 points fol- 
lowed on claims that these rumors 
could not be confirmed, and a third 
private ginning report of 11,703,000, 
but the market continued to meet 
heavy selling of long cotton and liqul- 
dation became extremely active and 
general in the last hour with the close 
at practically the lowest of the day. 

It was estimated that various inter- 
ests sold at least 100,000 bales here 
during the day. Liverpool attributed 
the decline there to easier southern 
offerings, continental liquidation, and 
the influence of a crop estimate 
a New Orleans authority piacing 
vield at 13,975,000 bales excluding lin- 
ters.

On 
every buige, selling orders close but freely 
At the lowest of the. morning, prices were 20 
to 28 points down. Bullish estimates of the 
amount of cotton ginned up to the end of No- 
vember gave the market a bettter tone late in 
the morning and increased the number of buying 
orders. At noon the trading menths were 910 
points under Saturday's final figures. 

In the afternoon, the market was weak under 
liquidation by longs. At 2 o’clock, prices were 
30 to 34 points down.

LARGE DELIVERIES 


MADE WHEAT LOSE 


Market Closed at Net Loss of 
One-Quarter to Three- 
Eighths Cent. | 


Chicago, December 2.—Heavy deliv- 
eries here today on December con- 
tracts weighed down the price of 
wheat. The close, though steady, 
showed net losses of 4%@%c. Corn 
wound up unchanged to % higher and 
oats the same as Saturday to an ad- 
vance of %@%c. There was a rise of 
2%@5 to 10% to 12%c at the close 
in provisions. 

Pit absorption of wheat deliveries 
turned out to be more of a burden 
than expected, notwithstanding that 
the total, 2,100,00Q bushels, did not 
greatly exceed what had been predict- 
ed. Reselliag for May kept the mar- 
ket unfit for more than a scanty re- 
action. Peace talk, improved Argen- 
tine harvesting, and a better outlook 
for the winter crop in the United 
States, all counted against the bills. 
Instead of making a big gain, the 
visible supply of wheat scored an in- 
crease of only 30,000 bushels. This 
fact started buying in the last hour 
and helped to cause a rally. There 
were also liberal export cléarances. 
May wheat, which ranged from 89% 
to 90c, finished 4%@% off at 90c even. 

Wet weather, delaying husking and 
shelling, enabled corn to rally when 
wheat began to recover. May ranged 
from 47% @48 to 48%, closing firm et 
48%, the same as Saturday night 
Cash grades were slow. No. 2 yellow 
was quoted at 57%@59 for old. 

Shippers took oats on delivery and 
forced an advance especially in the 
December option. May fluctuated be- 
tween 32% and 32% @32%, with last 
sales %@ec net higher at 32%. 

Althoughb plentiful hogs weakened 
provisions at the outset, the market 
later had a strong turn, owing to the 
better tone in corn and other grain. 
May por led with a net advance of 
10@10% cents.

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-RENDING BLOW 
TO RAIL MERGER

the Northern Securities case, to buy 
the controlling stock of two compet- 
ing companies. As the Northern Se- 
curities company plan failed nearly 
ten years ago, so the Harriman plan 
fell today. 

The circuit court for the district of 
Utah “was directed to supervise the 
Separation of the two roads after 
hearings and in emergency to appoint 
a@ receiver to sell the stock. 

The Union Pacific, if the circuit 
¢ourt sees proper, may retain control 
of the old Central Pacific line from 
Ogden to San Francisco. The decision 
of the lower court that there was no 
violation of the law in the attempt to 
acquire the Northern Pacific stock and 
the stock of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railway company, asfter- 
Wards abandoned, and a certain in- 
terest in the San Pedro, Los Angeles 
and Salt Lake Railroad company, was 
allowed to stand. 

Application Widespread. 

It is the general belief here that the 
Application of the decision to.~the 
railroad situation of the country wit)! 
be widespread, placing a powerful 
precedent in the hands of the attor- 
ney general to prevent consolidation 
of competing roads. 

Department of justice officials, 
however, were not prepared tonight to 
discuss the full effect of the decision: 
Attorney General Wickersham, elated 
over the outcome, issued a statement 
in which he simply declareg the case 
extended principles of the Northern 
Securities case and reaffirmeg those 
of the Standard Oil and St. Louis Ter- 
minal association cases. 

Justice Day in his opinion first dealt 
with the law in the case. He spoke of 
the Stanard Oil ang Tobacco cases of 
last year as the final authority on 
the interpretaion of the Sherman anti- 
trust act. He pointeg to the decisions 
before the Standard Oil and Tobacco 
cases as being approved in those cases 
and then proceeded to apply to this 
merger the principles’ discussed in all 
those decisions. 

"We take it therefore,’ he said in 
this connection, “that it may be re- 
garded as settled, that a combination 
which places railroads engaged in in- 
terstate commerce in such relation as 
to create a single dominating control 
in one corporation, whereby natural 
and existing competition in interstate 
commerce is unduly restricted or sup- 
pressed, is within the condemnation of 
the act. While the law may not-be 
able to enforce competition it can 
reach combinations which rendered 
competition impracticable. 

“Nor do we think it can make any 
difference that instead of resorting to 
a holding cempany, as was done in the 
Northern Securities case, the control- 
ling interest in the stock of one cor- 
poration is transferreq to the other. 
The domination and control, and the 
power to suppress competition, are 
acquired in the one case no less than 
in the other and the resulting mischief, 
at which the statute was aimed, is 
equally effective’ which ever form is 
adopted.” 

Most Effectual Form of Combination. 

He added that a more effectual form 
of combination to gain control of a 
competing railroad than for one road 
to acquire a dominating interest in the 
other could hardly be conceived. 

One by one Justice Day took up the 
arguments upon -which the railways 
hoped to defeat the government's suit. 
He first considered the arguments that 
the systems*were not competitors, but 


partners. 

“To compete,” said the justice, “is 
to strive for, something which another 
is actively seeking, and wishes to 
gain.”’ 

He quoted the testimony of rail- 
road men that that is what the Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific were do- 
ing by the purchase. Competing as 
to rates was not the only aim of the 
law, he explained, but there was com- 
petition as to the character of the ser- 
Vice rendered and the*.accommodations 
afforded. He said it made no differ- 
ence that rates were not raised after 
the combination was effected. 

‘It is the scope of such combina- 
tions and their power to suppress and 
stifle competition or create monopoly 
which determines the applicability of 
the act,’ Justice Day declared. The 
argument that the competitive traffic 
was infinitesimal he dismissed with 
the statement that.it amounted to 
many milliong of dollars. 

Next he took up the argument that 


—————~ 


the Union Pacific was only a connect- 
ing road, and really had no line to 
San Francisco, but was dependent vpon 
the Southern Pacific for such terms as 
it could make over the old Central 
Pacific line fronr Ogden to San Fran- 
cisco. He said that was going too 
far; that the Union Pacific’s Portland 
route was availabls, and it would have 
been detrimenta] to the Southern Pa- 
cific to have declined an agreement 
to carry the Union Pacific’s business 
from Ogden to San Francisco. — 
Case Not Tried Upon Theory. 

“But this case is not to be tried 
upon the theory,” he continued, “that 
only so much of the Southern Pacific 
system as operates between Ogden and 
San Francisco has been acquired. The 
purchase may be judged from what it 
in fact accomplished, and the natural 
and probable consequences of that 
which was- done. Because it would 
have been, lawful to gain, by purchase 
or otherwise, an entrance into Cali- 
fornia over the old Central Pacific, 
does not render it legal to acquire the 
entire system, largely engaged in in- 
terstate commerce in competition with 
the purchasing road.” 

Justice Day replied to the argument 
that a large majoritv of the stoca had 
not been purchased, and therefore no 
control had been acquired. He quoted 
Mr. Harriman, saying that a compact, 
united ownership of 46 ‘per cent of a 
big corporation was sufficient to con- 
trol it. oe 
HARRIMAN SYSTEM OFFICIALS 

NOT SURPRISED BY DECISION 


New York, December 2.—Officials of 
the Harriman system manifested no 
surprise when informed of the supreme 
court decision today against the Union 
Pacific merger, but declined to com- 
ment on its scope or general signifi- 
cance. Wall street received the deci- 
sion in the early afternoon, shortly 
after call money ‘d risen to 16 per 
cent, the high rate of the day. Union 
Pacific fell 2% points to 169, and 
Southern Pacific 2 points to 108% 
Almost at the same time Uhion Pa- 
cific preferred shot up from 90% to 
964%, and Southern Pacific 4 per Cent 
bonds were rushed up 6% points. 

The rise in Union Pacific preferred 
was said to be based on belief that 
it likely would share equally with 
the common in any distribution or re- 
adjustment of securities entailed by 
today’s decision. This was a debata- 
ble point, however, and, Harriman rep- 
resentatives refused any information 
on the subject. As for Southern Pa- 
cific bonds, their rise was attributed 
to possible retirement at par and in- 
terest, should .~ Central Pacific ‘be 
taken over by Union Pacific, as inti- 
mated in the supreme court's decision. 
Southern Pacific owns all the common 
stock of Central Pacific, in considera- 
tien of which Southern Pacific issued 
au equal amount of the _ collateral 
fours. 

While Harriman Stocks Fell. 

While the Harriman stocks were 
falling, the balance of the list made 
1 to 2 points declines, but the unset- 
tlement was little more than témpor- 
ary, most issues’ recovering’ the 
greater part of their loss before the
